Alabama Auto Accident 
Deaths Show Increase 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 28. 
—Automobile accidents cause] 
159 deaths in Alabama last year, 
an inerease of 14 or 3.1 per cent 
over 1929, records compiled here 
show. 

The reports say that motor ve- 
hicle deaths in the State, however, 
did not increase as much as the 
yate of increase for the country 
as a whole. The death toll for 
the United States was 82,500 for 
the year, an increase 4.5 per cent 
over 1929. 

The East South Central group 
of States, composed of Alabama. 
Mississippi, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, reported an increase of 
nearly 11 per cent in motor ve- 
hiele deaths for the year. Ala- 
bama’s increase was not as great 
as that for Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, but was more than the gain 
reported for Mississippi. 

More than 1,200 persons have 
been killed and fatally injured in 
automobile accidents in Alabama, 
the records show. Automobile ac- 
cidents and the number of persons 
injured throughout the country the 
year past increased more than the 
rate of increase in fatalities, sta- 
tistics for a number of States show 

More than 835,000 motor vehi- 
cle accidents marked highways 
throughout the country last year 
sausing injuries to 962,000 per- 
sons in addition to the 32,500 
fatalities. ©

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Last Indian Battle Fought In Ala- 
bama 94 Years Ago 


(By Dr. James M. Glenn In The Alabama Journal 


OME 


(In Alabama Journal) 

The last battle with the Indians 
ever fought in Alabama took place 
about three miles above Hobdy's 
bridge, on Pea River, between 
Louisville and Troy, March 
1887, 94 years ago. 

While this battle was by no 
means large, it is a fact, although 
unknown to many Alabamians, that 
the three preatest and most san- 
guinary battles ever fought be- 
tween whites and Indians upon the 
North American continent, were 
all on Alabama soil, The first was 
the capture of the Indian town of | 
Maubila, by DeSoto, in 1540, The 
second was the capture of Fort | 
Mims, in northern Baldwin Coun- 
ty, in 1818, and the third was the 
battle of Horse Shoe Bend, in Tal. 
lapoosa County, a few months later 

In the Chattahoochee valley, in 
1886, troubles broke out afresh, 
on account of the encroachments 
of the whites and the discontent | 
of the Indians with the proposal 
of the U. S, government, to move 
them west. War parties of the 
always warlike Creeks were form- 
ed, and along both the Alabama 
and the Georgia sides of the river, 
Indian warwhoops again resound- 
ed, in the spring of 1886, ani 
dread overhung every white settl- 
er’s home. Homes were burned, 
and death lurked in the forests. 

A settler was killed between the 


2h, 


present towns of Seale and Pitts- 
view, stage coaches between Mont- 
vomery and Columbus were attack- 
ed and several persons killed; and 
not far from Crowfard, in Russell 
County, may still be seen tombs 
of several persons killed and sealp- 
ed by Indians. The writer is told 
that in a cemetery near Three 
Notch, near Union Springs, may 
still’ be seen the tombs of at least 
three persons killed by Indians 
during those troublous days. 

The homes of the white settlers 
in Glennville, then in Barbour but 
now in Russell County, were all 
burned, among them the home of 
the writer’s grandfather, Rey. Jas 
. Glenn, for whom the town was 
named. Roanoke, on the Georgia 
side and a few miles northward, 
also was burned. Steamboats on 
the river were fired upon, and the 
town of Columbus was overflowed 
by refugees from the Alabama side 

Captain Glenn’s Account 

The writer had two uncles in the 
fight in Pea River swamp, and 
some 80 years ago had an inter- 
view with the younger of them, 
Algernon Sidney Glenn, then about 
80 years of age, but with mind re- 
markably clear, His account of 
the battle is here given from short 
hand notes made by the writer at 
the time of the interview. 

After telling of the settling of 
Glennville, the troubles between 
the Indians and whites in May, 
1836, and his father’s removing 
with his family to Georgia, after 
being warned by a friendly Indian; 
William Flournoy being killed be- 
tween Seale and Pittsview, and the 
stage coaches attacked, and the 
homes at Glennville being burned, 
the old gentleman, known as “Cap- 
tain Buck Glenn,” told of the fam- 
ily returning to Glennville in Oc- 
tober, 1836. 

“After the troubles began,” he 
said, “the governor sent troops to 
restore order, but upon returning 
to Glennville in October we found 
everything burned. We rebuilt our 
house in the same spot, almost di- 
rectly across the road from the 
old Methodist church. This was 
surrounded by split logs set on 
end, and with portholes through 
which to shoot if we were again 
attacked.” 

Battle of Pea River 

“Were you in any of the bat- 
tles,” he was asked. 

“Yes, I was in the army as a 
member of Barbour Rangers from 
Christmas, 1836, to March 25, 
1837, after the last battle, which 
was fought in Pea River swamp. 
I was less than 20 years of age, 
and my older brother, Massillon, 
was a guide on the staff of Gen. 
Winfield Scott, who, with General 
Jessup, came to Alabama in con- 
nection with the Indian troubles.” 

This older brother, by the way, 
was one of the men who helped to 
frame a constitution for the state 
of Alabama during the dark days 
of reconstruction, and had three 
or four grandsons in the World 


: one of them dying from the 
effects of his service there. 
The old gentleman continued: 
“The United States troops who 
were sent to the scene of the trou- 
bles never had a battle with the 
Indians, although General Jessup, 
with his forces, camped for a while 
near Villula (between Seale and 
Pittsview) and also at Creek 
Stand, in Macon County, All the 
fighting was done by volunteers. 
“In the fight in Pea River 
swamp there was @ volunteer com- 
pany from Franklin County, Geor- 
gia, and the Barbour Rangers, to 
which I belonged. 
“The captain 


Rangers was

Patterson; Second

James Feagin’s home, in the north 
ern edge of Midway, In follow 
ing the Indians, we tracked them 
by burned houses, 

“At length we came to a house 
which was still burning, and we 
knew that the Indians 
The Indians were in Pea 
swamp, about three miles 
Hobdy’s bridge, and before we at 
tucked them, they had defeated a 
larger force of whites than we had 

“The swamp was inundated by;

Young Welborn Killed 

“You were the first man to kill 
an Indian in that battle, were you 
not?” he was asked. 

“No, not the first,’ he replied, 
“My first shot was too far, and | 
made a miss. My second shot was

I fired at him and he fell.

Charging the Indian Camp 

“Bach of us had been supplied 
with 24 cartridges,’ he continued, 
“and after a while our ammuni- 
tion was nearly exhausted. Our 
officers knew that if we attempt- 
ed to retreat, we would be at- 
tacked by the Indians, and over- 
whelmed, so they decided to charge 
the enemy. 

“My older brother, Mack, was 
also in this fight, and he was hit 
on the knee by a spent ball as we 
made the charge. About a half 
dozen of us volunteers went right 
through the Indian camp. We 
found the fires burning where they 
had been making bullets, and 
pewter plates being melted, as they 
had run out of lead. 

“Some of the Indians stood tneir 
ground bravely. A man from 
Franklin County, Georgia, and I 
were together. An Indian shot 
him in the arm. Another of our 
men shot the Indian down as he 
stood. 

“T killed one Indian as we went 
through the lagoon, and tried to 
secure his gun, but could not on 
account of the depth of water, but 
I secured his shot pouch, contain- 
ing pewter bullets. In coming out 
of the fight my pants were 4S 
if we had been killing hogs. 

We had two men_ killed and 
about 25 wounded, The Indians 
were routed, and we received an 
honorable discharge.” 

The Indians who were driven 
out of the-Pea River swamp were 
on their way to Florida, to join 
the Seminoles, among them al- 
yeady were many of the other 
Crecks from Alabama, and while 
many persons in Alabama do not 
know it, Osceola himself, the not- 
ed chief of the Seminoles in Flo- 
rida, was himself a native of Ala- 
bama, having been born on the 
Huphaupee creek, some say quite 
close to the present Clough’s sta- 
tion on the Western railway, and 
others near Chehaw, on the same 
creek. He was half white and his 
English name was Billy Powell,
